Counseling  survey  reveals  needs 


Last  year  during  registration  80 
Purdue  Calumet  students  par¬ 
ticipated  in  a  survey  given  by  an 
advisors’  advising  committee  in 
an  effort  to  detect  the  weak  points 
in  tb4  counseling  system.  Sur¬ 


veys  were  placed  in  the 
registration  and  food  lounge 
areas. 

Consisting  of  eight  pages,  the 
questionnaire  contained  thirty- 
one  questions  and  was  divided 


into  two  parts.  The  first  twenty- 
one  questions  concerned  the 
counseling  system  in  general, 
while  the  second  section  per¬ 
tained  to  the  actual  counseling 
session.  Topics  included  knowing 
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Wilson  to  study  in  Guotamalo 


PUCC’s  first  professor  of 
science,  Dr.  Kenneth  S.  Wilson, 
will  be  studying  in  a  jungle  in 
Guatemala  for  ten  days  during 
the  early  portion  of  November. 

He  and  his  wife,  along  with  a 
group  of  scientists  from  the  Uni¬ 
versities  of  Michigan  and  Miami, 
and  the  Smithsonian  Institute  will 
fly  from  Miami  to  Guatemala 
City.  From  there  they  will  travel 
by  jeep  to  Guatemala’s  rich  plush 
lowlands,  high  altitude  areas,  dry 
arid  lands,  and  swampy  gulf 
coast. 

Dr.  Wilson’s  primary  purpose 
for  this  expedition  is  to  study  the 
genetic  finities  and  growth  and 
development  of  orchids.  He  plans 
to  collect  and  bring  back  300  of 
these  plants  to  grow  and  observe 
in  his  home  greenhouse. 

On  his  return,  Dr.  Wilson  and 
his  wife  will  take  a  side  trip 
through  Cortez’s  trail  of  the 
Spanish  Conquest,  and  the  Tikal 
Ruins.  This  archeological  find  is 
located  50  miles  from  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico. 

Dr.  Wilson,  who  has  been  with 
PUCC’s  science  department 
since  1954,  received  his  under-

Community  congress  aids  citizens 


The  Calumet  Community 
Congress  (CCC)  will  convene 
their  second  annual  meeting  at 
7:00  p.m.,  Nov.  6,  at  the  Bishop 
Noll  Institute  in  Hammond. 
Registration  will  begin  at  6:00 
p.m. 

The  CCC  is  an  organization  of 
unpaid  community  leaders. 
Representing  towns  and  cities 
and  various  local  groups  in  Lake 
County  is  the  purpose  of  these 
leaders. 

To  elect  new  officers  and  to 
make  new  resolutions  for  the 
coming  year  are  on  the  agenda 
for  the  meeting.  Conference 
members  will  also  discuss 
making  amendments  to  the 
constitutions. 

Last  year  the  CCC  helped  to 
clear  up  problems  that  plagued 
local  citizens.  In  a  conference 
with  NIPSCO  president  Carl 
Rees,  the  CCC  was  able  to  get  an 
installment  plan  for  payment  of 
utility  bills.  Also  NIPSCO  would 
pay  for  moving  of  meters  to 
outside  locations  around  the 
home. 

The  CCC  has  also  prevented 
some  voting  frauds  within  the 
county.  After  investigations  of 
addresses  the  CCC  found  voters 
living  on  vacant  lots  and  two  to 
four  families  living  at  the  same 
address.  Voting  fraudulencies 
are  still  being  investigated  by  the 
Congress. 

At  the  Nov.  6  meeting 
delegations  from  Purdue  will 
attend.

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Challenge  to  Democratic  Convention

it  is  logical  to  assume  that 
delegates  to  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  represent 
just  Democrats.  But  the 
Democratic  National  Committee 
takes  a  different  view. 

Last  February  the  Committee 
aaopiea  a  ^r^ula  for  the  1972 
Convention,  whivl'  apportions 
54%  of  the  delegates  on" the  basis 
of  the  Electoral  College.  Since  the 
College  is  based  partially  on 
population,  the  formula,  in  effect, 
gives  representation  to 
Republicans,  independents, 
members  of  minority  parties,  as 
well  as  people  not  even  eligible  to 
vote. 

And  to  the  extent  that  the 
Electoral  College  is  based  on 
state  units,  the  formula 
disregards  people  altogether  and 
represents  geographical  entities. 


As  the  Supreme  Court  has 
pointed  out,  this  is  tantamount  to 
representing  tree,  rivers,  and 
cornfields. 

The  Center  for  Political 
Reform  in  Washington  has  gone 
to  court  in  an  attempt  to  force  the 
Democratic  Party  to  change  its 
current  apportionment  plans  and 
adopt  a  formula  based  solely  on 
Democrats.  The  lawsuit,  now  on 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court, 
charges  that  the  present  formula 
is  unconstitutional  and  in¬ 
vidiously  discriminates  against 
large  numbers  of  Democratic 
voters. 

Under  the  Democratic  National 
Committee’s  formula,  the  votes 
of  some  Democrats  are  sub¬ 
stantially  weaker  than  the  votes 
of  others.  For  example,  a 
National  Convention  delegate 
from  New  York  represents  14,534 
Democrats  back  home,  while  a 
delegate  from  Alaska  represents 
only  3,652.  Each  of  these  dele¬ 
gates  has  one  Convention  vote; 
yet,  the  New  Yorker  represents 
almost  11,000  more  Democrats 
than  the  Alaskan.  The  voting 
power  of  New  York  Democrats  is 
thus  severely  diluted. 

Specifically,  an  Alaskan 
Democrat  who  participates  in  his 
party’s  presidential  nominating 
process  has  3.98  times  the  voting 
power  of  a  New  York  Democrat.

*  Purdue  University  Calumet 
Campus  technology  instructor 
Howard  I.  Lee,  has  received  a 
Canadian  Patent  on  a  braking 


control  device  for  railroad  cars. 

In  1968  the  U.S.  Patent  Office 
granted  a  patent  on  the  same 
invention  but  Lee,  who  was 
employed  by  the  Westinghouse 
Airbrake  Division,  Wilmerding, 
Pa.,  from  1964  to  1966,  perfected 
the  apparatus. 

The  invention,  which  the  U.S. 
Patent  Office  has  described  as  a 
device  that  could  bring  major 
changes  in  maintenance  of  rail¬ 
road  boxcars,  could  reduce  the 
amount  of  time  required  to  build 
up  brake  pressure  before  the 
train  moves  on. 

An  electrical  engineering  grad¬ 
uate  of  Purdue  University,  Lee 
joined  the  Calumet  Campus 
faculty  in  1966.  During  his  service 
with  Westinghouse  he  taught 
graduate  engineers  subjects  re¬ 
lated  to  usage  of  the  firm’s  prod¬ 
ucts. 
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(Other  strongly  Democratic 
states  suffer  the  same 
discrimination.  For  instance,  the 
Alaskan  has  3.58  times  as  much 
voting  power  as  a  California 
Democrat  and  4.24  times  the 
power  of  a  Democrat  from 
Massachusetts.) 

The  Center  for  Political 
Reform  contends  in  its  lawsuit 
that  the  Democratic  National 
Convention  is  an  integral  part  of 
the  presidential  election  process 
and  must,  therefore,  .conform  to 
constitutional  requirements. 
Drawing  upon  a  long  line  of  appor¬ 
tionment  decisions,  the  Center 
argues  that  the  Supreme  Court 
has  clearly  established  the 
principle  of  one  man,  one  vote. 
The  Court  has  consistently  read 
the  Equal  Protection  Clause  of 
the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to 
mean  that  the  power  of  one  man’s 
vote  cannot  be  diluted  by  the 
greater  power  of  another’s. 

In  Gray  v.  Sanders,  Justice 
Douglas  explained  the  Court’s 
position:  “Once  the  class  of 
voters  is  chosen  and  their 
qualifications  specified,  we  see 
no  constitutional  way  by  which 
equality  of  voting  power  may  be 
evaded.”  The  “class  of  voters”  in 
question  for  the  National  Con¬ 
vention  is  the  Democrats.  And  as 
noted,  the  present  Convention 
apportionment  formula  makes 
some  Democratic  voters  much 
more  powerful  than  others. 

The  Democratic  Party  coun¬ 
ters  that  the  Center  is  asking  for 
the  impossible.  How  would  the 
Party  adequately  define  a 
Democratic  voter?  Is  he  someone 
who  registers  as  a  Democrat,  or 
votes  for  a  Democratic  Governor, 
or  for  a  Democratic  President? 

Despite  such  protests,  the 
Party  has  always  been  able  to 
define  a  Democrat  satisfactorily 
for  the  purposes  of  ap¬ 
portionment.  Forty-six  percent  of 
the  1972  Convention  delegates  are 
now  apportioned  on  the  basis  of 
Democratic  strength  —  figured 
by  averaging  Democratic 
presidential  vote  in  the  last  three

elections.  By  simply  figuring  the 
entire  apportionment  formula  on 
this  basis,  the  Party  could 
eliminate  the  discriminatory 
effects  of  the  current  mixed 
formula. 

From  a  political  point  of  view, 
the  current  formula  under-repre- 
sents  large  urban  land 
traditionally  liberal)  states  like 
New  York  and  California  to  the 
benefit  of  small  (traditionally 
Republican)  states  like  Wyoming 
and  Vermont. 

In  addition,  the  South  —  which 
gave  only  25  of  its  128  electoral 
yotes  to  Hubert  Humphrey  in  1968 
—  is  greatly  overrepresented  at 
present.  The  eleven  southern 


states  have  a  total  of  595  Con¬ 
vention  votes.  Under  the  one- 
Democrat,  one-vote,  formula, 
they  would  have  158  less  "otes- 
for  a  total  of  434. 

If  the  Supreme  Court  should 
decide  that  Democratic  strength 
must  be  used  as  the  only  constitu¬ 
tional  basis  for  apportionment, 
the  1972  Democratic  National 
Convention  could  be  a  con¬ 
siderably  more  liberal  gathering 
than  now  seems  likely.  As  a 
recent  article  in  the  “Wall  Street 
Journal"  speculated:  “Sometime 
in  the  next  few  months,  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court  will  help  pick  the 
next  President  of  the  United 
States.”

Center  aids  students

IVlany  students  at  Purdue 
Calumet  often  meet  varied 
problems  during  the  course  of 
their  school  year,  problems  en¬ 
compassing  personal  as  well  as 
vocational  aspects  of  their  lives. 
To  meet  this  need,  Purdue  has 
installed  a  counseling  center, 
operating  from  within  this 
university.  This  center,  located  in 
R-151,  has  only  one  concern  —  the 
growth  of  the  individual  student. 

Larry  Crawford,  a  staff 
member  at  Purdue  Calumet, 
heads  this  student  service.  His 
impressive  credentials  (he  is 
currently  fulfilling  the  final  stag¬ 
es  of  his  doctoral  thesis  in  the 
field  of  counseling)  qualify  him  to 
deal  with  the  crucial  element  in 
any  counseling  position  —  that  of 
a  deep  concern  for  the  individual 
student. 

Mr.  Crawford  stresses  the 
necessity  of  this  center,  es¬ 
pecially  since  Purdue  is  “rap¬ 
idly  becoming  a  major  center 
of  higher  learning  in  this  Calu¬ 
met  Region.” 

The  Counseling  Center  itself 
operates  from  8  -  12  am,  and  1  -  5 
pm,  Monday  through  Friday. 
Students  who  need  evening  ap¬ 
pointments  can  arrage  for  them. 
The  Center  provides  the  following 


counseling  services  —  Group  and 
Individual,  Personal  and  Adjust¬ 
ment,  Social,  Vocational, 
Educational,  plus  Marriage  and 
Family  Counseling.  However,  it 
also  gives  Achievement,  Apti¬ 
tude,  Personality,  Intelligence, 
and  Interest  Testing.  All  of  these 
services  in  both  of  these  areas 
are  free  to  any  Purdue  Calumet 
student  (full-time  or  part-time). 

Such  a  counseling  center  is  a 
completely  new  concept  for  any 
regional  campus.  Yet  this  center 
is  not  just  a  transitory  operation. 
The  Purdue  Calumet  Counseling 
Service  has  already  been 
established  as  a  permanent 
fixture  at  PUCC. 

An  indication  of  the  over¬ 
whelming  success  of  this  student 
service  can  be  ascertained  in  the 
number  of  appointments  made 
since  the  center  opened  up  earlier 
this  term.  A  great  many  students, 
either  on  their  own  initiative,  or 
through  referrals  made  by  dif¬ 
ferent  departmental  teaching 
personnel,  have  visited  the 
center.  All  have  been  helped 
towards  achieving  personal  as 
well  as  vocational  success. 

This  counseling  center, 
operating  out  of  the  Research 
building,  is  a  necessary  addition 
to  the  university  structure.  It  is  a 
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direct  and  effective  way  in  which 
the  student  can  overcome  his 
external  as  well  as  his  internal 
conflicts. 

Larry  Crawford,  along  with  his 
staff,  are  dedicated  personnel, 
interested  in  the  students’  wants 
and  needs.  The  Purdue  Calumet 
Counseling  Service  can  help  any 
student  achieve  the  maximum  of 
educational  success,  a  goal  en¬ 
compassing  the  maximum  of 
fulfillment  throughout  his  later 
life.
